Order that governs the litigation; (c) there is a pending criminal investigation; and (d) delaying 
disclosure of the records clearly outweighs the public interest in disclosure. (Gov. Code, § 6255(a).) 
A supplemental response to this subpoena will be provided by February 18, 2020.
